Illinois— Alton. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 22,000. Total number of deaths, 23, including 2 from tubercu- 
losis. Cases: Diphtheria, 1. 

Quincy.— Month of February, 1909. Estimated population, 43,000. 
Total number of deaths, 42, including diphtheria 1, and 4 from tuber- 
culosis. Cases: Diphtheria 22, enteric fever 2, scarlet fever 2, and 
measles 1. 

Indiana — Jeffersonville. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated 
population, 12,000. Total number of deaths 10, including 1 from tu- 
berculosis. Cases: Tuberculosis 1. 

Iowa — Cedar Rapids.-- Month of February, 1909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 35,000.

Kansas. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated population, 1,470,495.

Causes of death: Tuberculosis 43, enteric fever 15, diphtheria 18, 
scarlet fever 4, smallpox 1, and 1 from measles. Cases: Tuberculosis 
63, enteric fever 36, diphtheria 127, scarlet fever 132, smallpox 198, 
and measles 111.
